I gave 
him an introduction, aud the boy* said 
die aud led the way all tne round with 
perfect ease, The boys were satisfied, 
uml I don’t think lie lost a vote in the 
erow'd. 
“The next day was speaking at Ber­ 
lin. He went from my house with Dr. 
Burnett, the man that had asked me 
•Who this man Lincoln was, I told him 
that he was a candidate for the legisla­ 
ture. He laughed and said. ‘(’an’t tile 
party raise no better material than 
that?* I said, ‘(Jo tomorrow and hear 
all before you pronounce judgment.' 
When he came hack I said, ’Doctor, 
what say you now?’ ‘Why, sir,’ said he, 
‘he is a perfect take in.

lature.’ I then loaned him $200, which 
he returned to me according to prom­ 
ise.” 
The interval between the election 
and his departure for the seat of gov­ 
ernment was employed by Mr. Lincoln 
partly in reading, partly in writing. 


Community of Freethinkers. 
The community In which lie Ii veil was 
pre-eminently a community of free­ 
thinkers in matters of religion, and it 
was then n > secret, nor lias it been a 
secret since, that Mr. Lincoln agreed 
with tile majority of his associates iii 
denying to thi* Bible the authority of 
divine revel Bion. It was his honest be­ 
lief, a belief which it was no reproach 
to hold at New Salem, Anno Domini 
1831, and one which he never thought 
of concealing. 
It was no distinction, 
either grad or had, no honor and no 
shame. But lie had made himself thor­ 
oughly familiar with the writings of 
Paine aud Volney—the “Hulas” by one 
and “The Age of Reason” by the other. 
His mind was full of the subject, and 
he felt an itching t<» Arite. 
He did 
write, aud tile result was a little book. 
It was probably merely an extended 
essay, hut it is ambitiously spoken of 
as “a hook” by himself and by the per­ 
sons who were made acquainted with 
its contents. In this work he intended 
to demonstrate— 
“First, that the Bible was not God’s , 
revelation: and, 
“Secondly, that Jesus was not t h e ! 
Son of God.” 
No leaf of this little volume has sur­ 
vived. Mr. Lincoln carried it in manu­ 
script to the store of Mr. Samuel Hill, 
where it was read and discussed. Hill 
was himself an unbeliever, hut his son 
considered this book “infamous.” It is 
more than probable that Hill, being a 
warm personal friend of Lincoln, fear 
ed that tile publication of the essay 
would some day interfere With the po­ 
litical advancement of his favorite. At 
all events, he snatched it out of his 
hand and thrust it into the fire, from 
which not a shred escaped, 
t h e Inm.

It Is diffi­ 
cult to see what further France can 
concede. To give an unfriendly power 
control of the state bank would be 
prejudicial to the Frenchmen w'ho have 
been 
financing Morocco for years, 
while any relaxation of France’s ef­ 
forts to tranquilize the sultan’s empire 
by handing over the police to the pow- 
prs would cause endless troubles in her 
North African colony. 
Even the sug­ 
gestion that she give Italy a hand with 
herself and Spain in officering the gen­ 
darmes, seems unreasonable.

should control the finances aud police 
of Morocco.”
